TRIBUTES OFFERED AT THE JANUARY 15, 1970 BoaRD oF MANAGERS MEETING 


Two tributes were offered at the 
January 15th Board of Managers 
Meeting. The first concerned 
the retirement of Dr. Richard 

H. Freyberg as the Director of 
the Department of Rheumatic 
Diseases and was read by Mr. 
Charles J.Symington (an Honorary 
Member), and the second was a 
tribute honoring the birthday of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. and was 
read by Mrs. Donald G. Dammond 
(a Member of the Board). 


The tribute to Dr. Freyberg read 
as follows: 


"In the High and Far-off Times, 
to quote the Just So Stories, 
this Hospital had no Dr. Richard 
H. Freyberg. The old Ruptured 
and Crippled Hospital on 42nd 
Street had little more than a 
feeeretoOoe tne arthritic. One 
day in 1944 the late Philip D. 
Wilson, M.D., then Surgeon-in- 
Chief, told the Executive Committee 
that he wanted a man from Michi- 
gan to fill that virtual vacuum 


in our services. Few, if any of 
us, (save Dr. Wilson) had ever 
heard of the nominee, Dr. Freyberg. 
But we bid for him. And we got 
ham 


What we offered would have been 
spurned today by a Michigan State 
tackle or a University of Michi- 
gan corner-back sought by the New 
York Giants or Jets. Our offer 
was a modest financial guarantee; 
limited space; little help; many 
patients, mostly clinical; drugs 
whose prices were out of this 
world; and opportunity, with a 
deal of independence. If Dr. 
Freyberg ever regretted accepting 
this challenge, he was too good 

a doctor and too much of a gentle- 
men to say so. 


None can say that the problems of 
rheumatic diseases have been solved. 
But Dr. Freyberg brought hope to 
our patients; he cared for them 

and helped them, often with amazing 
results; he fortified faith in 
research in his field; he inspired 


those who served with him. 


Appended to this minute is a list 
of most of Dr. Freyberg's pro- 
fessional publications and offices. 
It is not our purpose here to 
review that record. 


What we would do is to record 
recognition of Dr. Freyberg's 
contribution to Medicine; appreci- 
ation of his service to a Hospital 
we all love; affection for one 

who has been with us these many 
years; and hope that in the years 
ahead he will never think of him- 
self as retired from us, but 
always as of us". 


The tribute honoring Martin Luther 
King, Jr. read as follows: 


"T wish to thank you, Mr. Bastedo, 
for giving me these few minutes 

on your busy Agenda to bring to 
the attention of the Board, so 
that it may be recorded in today's 
Minutes, the fact that today is 

a holiday which will someday, per- 
haps by next year, become a 
national legal holiday. 


Today, January 15th, is the 4lst 
birthday of Martin Luther King,Jr., 
a great American who was slain by 
an assassin on April 6, 1968. I 
am speaking to you, both because 
this is an important day on which 
we are holding this meeting, and 
because I wish to share with you 
some of the difficulties I, per- 
sonally, experienced in making 
the decision to both go to my job 
and to attend this meeting. 


What helped me most was the remem- 
brance of conversations with two 
great men, Martin Luther King, Jr. 
and my good friend, Whitney Young, 
Executive Director of the National 
Urban League. Both men stressed 
the importance of two principles 
which should guide those of us 

who are black Americans and who, 
in a sense, pioneer for our race 
in areas largely dominated by white 


Americans. 
Those two principles are: 


1. To always act with a sense of 
responsibility, and 

2. To always try to have the 
courage to stand up and speak out 
where we know injustice is being 
inflicted on human beings, and 
especially on members of our own 
race. 


It was the remembrance of this 
first duty - to act with a sense 
of responsibility, that helped me 
know that it was my responsibility 
as an elected Member of this Board, 
to attend its meetings whenever I 
am physically able to do so. That 
is part of what is meant by re- 
sponsible participation. 


I hope, in the years to come, to 
become a useful and knowledgeable 
Member of this group, but in the 
meantime to serve with a deep sense 
of responsibility and care and 
concern. 


I am also very happy to say that 
Since my first Meeting last April, 
I have begun to feel a part of 
the Board of this Hospital and to 
drink in the enthusiasm and the 
warmth and the dedication that so 
many Of you on this Board and 
Staff have. 


It is a great Hospital and it works 
diligently and sensitively in 

the essential life-giving area of 
physical rehabilitation, as Dr. 
King did in the area of moral re- 
habilitation. 


May I close with this poem, taken 
from "The Anthology of Negro 
Poetry", by Langston Hughes and 
Arna Bontemps. It seems to me 

to speak of Martin Luther King,Jr. 
It is written by Mr. Bontemps 

and is entitled: 


"A Note of Humility" 


"When all our hopes are sown on 
stony ground, 

And we have yielded up the 
thought of gain, 

Long after our last songs have 
lost their sound, 

We may come back, we may come 
back again. 


When thorns have choked the last 
green thing we loved, 

And we have said all that there 
aeeto say, 

When love that moved us once 
leaves us unmoved, 

Then men like us may come to 
have a day. 


For it will be with us as with 
the bee, 

The meager ant, the sea gull 
and the loon; 

We may come back to triumph 
mournfully 

Bere. OL two, but it will 
not be soon."

We FACED ANOTHER TRANSIT CRISIS 


Once again our hospital and staff 
faced the threat of a strike 
against the Transit Authority - 
Olgvanuaryet ;.l4 1,0: 


With the memory of the tragic 


thirteen days of 1966 still fresh 
in many minds, plans were set dur- 
ing November and December to 
arrange staff transportation and 
housing and to assure the continued 
Operation of the hospital. 


Department Heads were asked to 
arrange transportation through 
carpools, and housing for as many 
employees as possible and to re- 
arrange schedules in order to cope 
with a possible strike. 


Five rented cars were brought into 
the hospital garage on New Year's 
Eve and cars and drivers were 
ready for service in the event of 
a strike the next day. Housing 

on the premises and in the neigh- 
borhood was available for more 
than 50 key employees. 


Department Heads and employees 
did a very good job of making 
their own arrangements because 
only a very small percentage of 
the staff requested hospital 
assistance. 


Surely it was a very Happy New 
Year for patients and staff alike 
when the announcement came through 
that there was to be no strike. 
Some members of the staff reported 
that they did not start celebrat- 
ing New Year's Eve until 8:30 

New Year's morning. 


SWITCHBOARD TAKES A HoLIDAY-- 
TELEPHONE OPERATORS HANDLE CRISIS 


At about 6:15 p.m. on the evening 
of January 15, 1970, the telephone 
Switchboard decided to take a rest 
and went off on an unannounced 
holiday--leaving the hospital with 
no internal telephone service. No 
outside calls could be made ex- 
cept from the telephone room. 


The two operators on duty, eMac 
Rita Wright and Mr. Richard 
Vollaro, reacted commendably_ to 
the crisis by immediately putting 
in an emergency call to the 
Telephone Company, and notifying 
Mr. Hovey, Assistant Director, 
who returned to the hospital. 
Instructions were issued to all 
nursing stations and the 

Recovery Room to use the elevator 
telephones in any emergency. 
These phones are connected direct- 
ly to the Telephone Room, bypass- 
ing the switchboard. 


The two operators advised incom- 
ing callers that there was a 
minor problem on the board and 
asked them to call later. When 
the trouble was cleared, Mrs. 
Wright was asked to announce 
that service was restored. With- 
out being instructed, she made 
individual calls to all stations 
rather than making a general 
announcement over the public 
address system which might have 
disturbed or alarmed our patients. 


Thanks to their fast, cool reaction, 
a major disaster was averted and 
the board was back in service 
within 90 minutes.

YouR PHOTOGRAPHY DEPARTMENT 


When the photography department 
moeerirst started, its function 
was to photograph patients. The 
biesteyear OL the department 

176 patients were photographed. 
In 1969 we photographed an equal 
Mumber Of patients in the first 
twenty one days of the year. 
Today patient photography is only 
one of many functions performed 
by the department. 


Your photography department con- 
sists of three photographers, two 
darkroom technicians and a 
reception clerk.

When you hear of a doctor giving 
a lecture you can almost be sure 
the photography department made 
the slides. 


One of the many types of slides 
available to the doctor is the 
reproduction of x-rays. These 
x-rays are copied with the use 

of a special light box with over 
ninety lights. Some x-rays are 
also copied for prints to illus- 
trate papers the doctors write. 
Illustrations from books are also 
copied in black and white and 
color for projection and illustra- 
tion purposes.

Because of an ever increasing 
number of weekly hospital 
lectures a new film process 

has been introduced into the 
department. This process enables 
us to dry develop a special color 
film in ammonia fumes contained 
in a large jar donated by the 
dietary department. Slides of 
typing or line drawings can now 
be made in twenty four hours or 
less, depending on the amount 

of work the department has. 


Surgical techniques and unusual 
findings are also photographed 
in the operating room. 


The doctors also use motion pic- 
tures with their lectures to demon- 
strate different types of gaits, 
range of motion of the extremities 
or a type of physical examination. 
Two motion pictures were made in 
conjunction with the physical 
therapy department that are being 
used by the New York University 
post graduate medical school. 
Several hundred feet of movies of 
patients with the total hip replace- 
ment surgical procedure were taken. 
A full length movie with sound on 
"Farly Diagnosis of Congenital 
Dislocation of the, Hip in. the 
Newborn" was made and had its first 
showing on Alumni Day. Another 


movie was made on a new type of 
physical examination and was shown 
at a medical meeting in Las Vegas. 


We also perform services for 
people at HSS, other than the doc- 
tors, from the cellar to the ninth 
floor. Many employees have had 
passport or I.D. pictures taken 
here in the department. Then 
there are the Record and Chronical 
and Horizons. We not only take 
pictures around HSS for the R&C, 
we also go to New York Hospital 

to photograph the new born 

babies of the HSS employees when 
we are notified of their arrival. 


Once the photographs have been 
taken it is then the job of the 
darkroom technicians to complete 
the job. They have a great 
variety of both 35mm and 4X5 
sheet films to develop. One of 
the biggest responsibilities they 
have is mixing all the different 
types of chemicals. If the 
chemicals are not mixed and used 
properly the film will be useless. 
The technicians also make all the 
contact and enlargement prints 
from the negatives made by the 
photographers.

accurate records for the depart- 
ment. As every patient, employee 
or doctors project comes into the 
department it is entered into a 
daily record book and given a 
number. An envelope is then 


made out with the name and number 
for the negatives. After being 
recorded in the daily record 

book, all patients are listed in 

a diagnosis book according to the 
numerical listing of the Standard 
Nomenclature of Diseases and 
Operations. Once this is completed 
a cross referrence numerical and 
Beemabetical file is made. 


Four of the six employees in the 
department have attended a 
photography school. Two majored 
in photography in college. Today 
with all the advances being made 
in this field we find it is to 
our advantage to take evening 
courses in specialized areas.
